Complete analysis of the Ohio 
State highway patrol agencies and 
their newly created auxiliary were 
discussed 
in detail by 
Colonel 
Lynn 
Black, supervisor of 
the 
Patrol, at the meeting Thursday j 
of Rotanans. Mr. Black has been ' 
head of the organization since its ] 
founding. 
The speaker began by stating 
that the state patrol sensed a J 
need for defense protection in this 
area as early as February, 1941. I 
At this time, realizing that war 
was 
in the making, the 
group 
asked for the cooperation of all 
service clubs and protection agen­ 
cies in setting up the necessary 
war agencies. Immediately the de- , 
partment started surveying plants, 
needs of state policing agencies, 
utilities and airports in an effort 
to compute a record of prepara­ 
tions in the state. 
During this survey a need was 
cited for augmenting Lie patrol 
force and the American Legion of 
the state was called on to supply 
the men for three reasons. First, 
members of the legion have had 
previous military training, second, 
yiey have uniforms and third, they 
were willing to donate their serv­ 
ices for nothing. 
105 Schools Set Up 
In 105 training schools through­ 
out the 
state the patrol 
began 
training 3,098 Legion members in 
19 subjects dealing with law en­ 
forcement and 
evacuation man­ 
ners. Mr. Black stated: “Thia is 
the biggest undertaking we have I 
ever tried and people are more 
than anxious to cooperate in doing 
something 
for their state 
and 
country.” 
He also recalled several occa­ 
sions on which the new Reserve 
State Patrol was called into ac­ 
tive service. One was two weeks 
ago when a tidal wave hit terri­ 
tories along the Lake Erie coast 
with 321 of the force remaining on 
duty in rescue work for 18 hours. 
Other units of the reserve have 
been called for emergency use rn 
an explosion and train wreck. 
25 In Local Unit 
Circleville's legion 
patrol con­ 
sists of 25 trained members and 
is a part of the state organiza­ 
tion. Mr. Black announced plans 
for all units, including the local 
one, 
for advanced training 
of 
these 
men. Refreshing 
courses 
will 
be given constantly 
and 
members of the volunteer group 
will receive actual police experi­ 
ence 
by accompanying 
regular 
patrolmen when cruising in their 
patrol cars. 
After giving an excellent dis­ 
cussion of the functionings of the 
organization, Mr. Black also dis­ 
cussed the regular patrol and the 
new duties it has assumed under 
war time conditions. 
When organized nine years ago 
the group had only motor vehicle 
authority but since that time the 
•cope of the patrol has broadened 
ap it 
reacher into almost every 
Held. The patrol now employs 20 
plain clothes men for work in aid­ 
ing investigations of the depart­ 
ment of justice. These men have 
handled 300 cases in the last sev­ 
eral months and have broken up 
several major anti-American rings 
In the state. 
Among their *ccomplishmen,s 
were arrest of five Nazi sympathi­ 
zers and discovery of some high 
powered radio equipment in Bel­ 
laire. 
Traffic Discussed 
Another interesting feature of 
his m ires* was information on 
t rattle throughout the state. He 
stated that 
traffic has fallen off 
some 18 percent and has not stop­ 
ped falling yet. He also maintains 
that 60 percent of the drivers stay 
within the 40 miles an hour limit 
asked by President Roosevelt. 
Hiving past leturned from the 
nation's capital, Mr. Black closed 
W’lth several new* items from the 
city He reported that Washington 
D C. is just a jammed up city 
now with rooms and meals almost 
impossible to obtain. He said that 
you find few service men in the, 
city and that there are IO women 
for every man; 5 OOO taxis serve 
those who are working in the fed­ 
e n ! city. 
After hearing the discussion by 
Black the members have derided 
lo bring two of the patrol s mem­ 
bers to one of the meetings to give 
a demonstration of self defense 
and first aid.

kinds of ships before they put all 
their eggs in the big ship basket 
Because of this argum ent the 
late Admiral Hilary P. Jonea re­ 
signed for a time from the Ameri­ 
can Naval Delegation at London; 
and a battery of admirals bom­ 
barded Stimson 
publicly 
before 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee. 
But Stimson won his fight - 
until Roosevelt entered the White 
House. Then the admirals rushed 
to the man who once was assist­ 
ant secretary of the Navy, ar^j 
concentrated on their one great 
love—big warships.

fare Is Admiral William Leahy. 
One of the ablest and most forth­ 
right officers who ever bossed the 
fleet, Admiral Leahy has come 
back from Vichy to confess: 
"This war has made a fool out 
of me. 
These battleships I advo­ 
cated have to be wrapped up in 
cotton wool. 
The trouble with us 
is that our Bureau of Ships sees 
what the Japanese are building 
and says ‘We’ve got to build ships 
to match the Japs.’ 
Then they 
see what the British are building 
and say ‘We’ve got to have ships 
like those.’ 
"W hat we really want are some 
far-sighted 
designers 
who 
will 
plan some ships which nobody else 
has—ships that combine the best 
features of the battleship and the 
airplane carrier."

“Despite the fact that 
U. S. 
sugar production appears 
to be 
headed toward a new high in 1942, 
sugar rationing still is necessary 
in order to insure a fair distribu­ 
tion of the Nation’s stockpile,” 
county AAA chairman John Boggs 
stated today in answer to numer­ 
ous queries about the sugar situa­ 
tion. 
He declared 
that 
the 
sugar 
shortage is not “artificial”, but 
that it is a direct result of the 
U. S. entry into World War II. 
“The Nation is unable to get 
some of our usual off-shore sup­ 
plies,’’ he said, listing the follow­ 
ing reasons: 
Seventy-one percent of our sugar 
is brought 
in 
from 
the 
terri­ 
tory of Hawaii, Puerto Rico. the 
Philippine 
Islands. 
and 
from 
Cuba. 
Our Philippine supply, totalling 
a million tons, or 15 percent of the 
total imported, 
has been cut off 
entirely by Japans seizure of the 
Islands. 
Ships ordinarily used to carry 
sugar now are needed to 
carry 
more critical war materials to our 
troops and to our allies. 
“It must be remembered, too,” 
Mr. B o g g s stressed, “that we are 
not fighting alone. 
This war is 
not a case of every nation for it­ 
self, devil take the hindmost. We 
must share and share alike with 
our allies, 
the 
United Nation* 
This is the only fair course. Our 
allies, too, have lost many sugar 
sources, end they must have sugar 
from this hemisphere, despite our 
reduced supply." 
The county AAA chairman said 
that the outlook for the domestic 
sugar production in 1942 mas the 
brightest in years. 
“Tho nation now is reaping the 
outstanding results of the sugar 
program,” he asserted, 
pointing 
out that more sugar is now pro­ 
duced within the borders of the 
48 United States than ever before 
in the country’s history. 
A statistical history shows, he 
said, that during the past eight 
j years under the protection of the 
sugar program, farmers have pro­ 
duced 36.5 
percent 
more sugar 
than they did in the previous eight 
year period.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Effects of X-Ray on 
Various Kinds of Cells 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. BL D. 
THE DISCOVERY of th* X- 
ray was announced in 1898. As 
early as 1896 Dr. J. E. Gilman of 
Chicago, who was physician to an 
industrial plant which manufac­ 
tured the early type of X-ray ap­ 
paratus, noticed th at the workers

had a kind of inflammatory re­ 
action on the skin of tho hands. 
He reasoned that the X-ray 
might kill certain cells and he 
sent a patient with cancer of the 
breast for treatment to a Mr. 
Grubel of Chicago, who was an 
expert in the use of the early X- 
ray tubes. I understand that Mr. 
Grubel is still alive. 
A little later Beoquerel, who 
was a co-worker with the Curies 
on radium, walked into their labo­ 
ratory and showed them a little 
ulcer on the skin of his abdomen. 
“See," he said, “I am its friend, 
but it bites me.” He had put a 
piece of radium in his vest pocket 
and left it there long enough to 
cause some skin destruction. 
From these experiences, one the 
result of reasoning and one the 
result of accident, there has devel­ 
oped the great field of the use of 
radiant light in the treatment of 
certain diseases. The diseases in­ 
clude cancer, certain blood dis­ 
eases, lymphatic node diseases 
and a great many skin conditions. 
An enormous amount of im­ 
provement has been made in the 
equipment and the technique of 
this work. With the early tube* 
there wss no way to measure th* 
amount of current the tube re­ 
ceived. The use of filters and pro­ 
tective devices have been improve­ 
ments of only tho last 16 to 20 
years. 
To try to explain how the X-ray 
works is not easy in simple lan­ 
guage because there are many 
things that are not yet known 
about it. The X-ray and radium 
emanate a form of light different 
from th* light which our eyes per­ 
ceive in being only a much shorter 
wave length. 
This shorter wave length gives 
tha power to penetrate objects 


which appear opaque to the eyes. 
This light is discharged at a tre­ 
mendous speed in the form of tiny 
particles of energy—electrons 
which penetrate tissues for some 
distance until they strike an atom 
which knocks them out of their 
orbit, the result of which is a 
transfer of energy. This charged 
energy has an effect upon certain 
tissues. 
Action of the X-Ray 
The second part of the action of 
the X-ray—the effect on tissues— 
applies best to a few kinds of cells. 
The law of action, which was for­ 
mulated in 1906, states that the 
sensitivity of tissue to the X-rey 
varies with the degree of differen­ 
tiation of the cell. Therefore, a 
young undifferentiated cell such as 
that of cancer, lymphatic tissues, 
etc. is destroyed most easily. But 
this law is only relatively true, 
since it has been found out that 
the environment of the cells is also 
of great importance. 
To summarize: in some eases 
the X-rsy destroys tissues by des­ 
troying the cells directly and in 
some cases it causes healing by 
increasing the activity of the heal­ 
ing cells. Seme highly differen­ 
tiated cells are not affected by the 
X-ray at all. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. T. R.:—Will diathermy treat­ 
ment cure severe inflammation of 
the fallopian tubes or oviducts? 
If so, approximately over what 
period of time. 
If diathermy 
treatments are not advisable, what 
should be done and over what pe­ 
riod of time? 
Answer: Diathermy is frequent­ 
ly a very successful treatment of 
inflamed fallopian tubes. When 
the condition does not respond to 
diathermy, it can be treated by an 
operation. I would say that dia­ 
thermy treatment should be con­ 
tinued for at least six months.

Mayor Ben H. Gordon, president 
of the show society, said that 
nothing had been done here about 
cancellation of plans for the an­ 
nual October event, but that “if 
the government wants us to co­ 
operate, that is what we will do.*’ 
Robert G. Colville, show treas­ 
urer, said that plans have pro­ 
gressed for the big celebration 
and that he hoped to be able to 
put on the festival. 
The show 
was given state approval several 
months ago, he pointed out. 
Eastman’s appeal was voiced 
Friday when he asserted “there is 
good reason to hope” that govern­ 
ment controls over travel can be 
avoided, providing civilians re­ 
strict their use of trains and 
buses.” 
Fairs Will Cooperate 
Ralph Haines of Dayton, presi­ 
dent of the Ohio Fair Managers 
association, declared Friday that 
the fair managers “would certain­ 
ly cooperate with the govern­ 
ment,” and Russell Alt, secretary 
of the big Fairfield county fair 
conducted at Lancaster, said that 
his show would “probably be post­ 
poned." 
The Lancaster fair is second 
largest in the state. 
Other expressions from fair op­ 
erators were expected during the 
day. 
Saying that delays, crowded 
and scarcity of accommodations 
are inevitable because of the in­ 
creasing burdens of transportation 
facilities, Eastman asked that ci­ 
vilians defer any mass movements 
not closely connected with the 
war effort, and that, in the case 
of meetings related to the war 
program, “attendance should be 
skeletonized along the lines of the 
example set by the American Le­ 
gion in its forthcoming conven­ 
tion.” 
“Postpone all state and county 
fairs,” he said. 
“Farmers should 
not be encouraged to use, for non­ 
essential purposes such as these, 
the tires which are so necessary 
to their livelihood and so neces­ 
sary to provide a continuing food 
supply. 
Nor should they transfer 
the burden of such travel to public 
carriers.”
